“The dinner, which starts at 7 p.m. sharp, is usually over 
in about one hour and a half. A buffet supper is served 
later in the evening.”

FILMING THE CEREMONY OF STOCKHOLM'S NOBEL PRIZE AWARDS 


The world’s most destructive weapon 
laid the foundation for the world’s most 
famous peace award, the Nobel Prize. 

Alfred Bernhard Nobel, a Swedish 
industrialist, detested the world of busi- 
ness but by his astute management be- 
came a multi-millionaire. He hated war 
but made explosives. He seldom talked, 
yet Madison Avenue has never coined a 
trade name to excel the one he gave his 
invention—dynamite, He left the mil- 
lions his invention brought him to fur- 
ther the cause of world peace. 

Since its establishment in 1900, the 
Nobel Foundation has created as much 
excitement, discussion and controversy 
as the contradictions of the man who 
fathered it. Most recently, it inspired a 
best-selling novel, “The Prize,” by Irv- 
ing Wallace, and Metro-Goldwyn-May- 
er’s screen version, starring Paul New- 
man, Edward G. Robinson, Elke Som- 
mer, Diane Baker and a cast of interna- 
tional artists. The story is one of ad- 
venture, intrigue and romance set 
against a backdrop of the Nobel Prize 
awards. 

The history of the Nobel Foundation 


reads as interestingly as its fictionized 
versions. The award ceremonies, rich in 
pomp and tradition, take place before 
Sweden’s King, Queen and Princesses 
and some 2,000 guests from all parts of 
the world. 

Producer Pandro S. Berman and Di- 
rector Mark Robson left nothing un- 
done to capture the authenticity of the 
presentations as depicted in “The 
Prize.” Not since “The Great Waltz” 
has MGM had such an array of “dress” 
extras as the 535 who took part in the 
award ceremonies shown on the screen. 
Fifty thousand dollars worth of rented 
jewels, another $25,000 for tiaras, more 
than 1,000 medals and decorations from 
24 European countries and a quarter- 
million dollars in furs helped create the 
luxuriousness of the actual presenta- 
tions, which take place in Stockholm’s 
imposing Concert Hall. 

Nobel left the bulk of his estate for 
the prize fund. The original estate came

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lions. In 1900, Norway and Sweden 
jointly set up the Nobel Foundation as 
a permanent administrative authority 
and the money is invested in safe secur- 
ities. 

Choosing winners is a long and com- 
plicated process. The Peace Award is 
selected by a committee appointed by 
the Norwegian Parliament. The awards 
for Literature, Chemistry, Physics and 
Medicine are determined by four na- 
tional academies in Stockholm. Some- 
times as many as 5,000 individuals are 
asked to propose a candidate. Each of 
the five Nobel Prize Juries decides by 
majority vote. 

Among the American Nobel Prize 
winners have been Theodore Roosevelt, 
Elihu Root, Woodrow Wilson, Sinclair 
Lewis, Ralph Bunche, Robert A. Mil- 


likan, Eugene O’Neill, William Faulk- 
ner and, most recently, John Steinbeck. 

There have been world repercussions 
from some of the choices, but two Peace 
Prize Awards, one to Albert John 
Luthuli, Zulu chief of South Africa; 
the second to Dag Hammarskjold, have 
been acclaimed as the finest choices the 
Nobel committee has ever made.

The first 
one is not for sale. When they hire the 
second one, I do the best job I can.

Controversy holds no terrors for 
Newman. 

“Just because I’m a motion picture 
personality doesn’t mean that I’m sup- 
posed to ignore everything that hap- 
pens around me outside of a film studio. 
My responsibilities as a citizen do not 
disappear because I happened to choose 
acting as a career. As an American cit- 
izen I feel a responsibility to civil is- 
sues.

As an actor I feel a responsibil- 
ity to my profession.” 

In support of the last-named, New- 
man plans to return to the New York 
stage in a series of off-Broadway one- 
act plays, for which he will receive the 
base pay of $150 per week. 

“There isn’t any sacrifice in this,” he 
says.
